The Special Case procedure has been 
found to be valueless and is. not used in that connection. There is no 
Statutory authorization or other present justification:for keeping a 
"custodial detention" list of citizens. The Department fulfills its 
proper functions investigating the activities of persons who may have 
violated the law. It is not aided in this work’ by ciapsit ying persons” 
as to dangerousness. 


Apart from thee general considerations, it is now clear to me that 
this classification system is ‘inherently unratiABle, The evidence used 
for the purpose of making the classifications was inadequate; the stand-_ 
ards applied to the evidence. for the purpose of making ° the classifica-

Galarza's statement that he heard from 
Alejandro Garrillo that Pressman was in Mexico in 1937 and 
again in 1939 in connection with the William Rhodes Davis-John 
L. Lewis-Vicente Lombardo Toledano oi1 deal, is in conflict 
with Pressman's testimony inasmuch as Pressman stated he | 
only made one trip to Mexico and that trip was in 1936 in 
company of Joseph Eckhart for the purpose of purchasing planes 
from the Mexican Government for Loyalist Spain. This trip 
has been verified as having been taken during September, 1936. 


Investigation in the United States, Including 
many interviews of individuals who associated with Pressman 
during the late 1930's, has failed to establish that Pressman 
was considerably involved in the Mexican oil deal or that — 
Pressman made trips to Mexico subsequent to 1936. aa

Sheriff ROBERT W. WARE, El Centro, California, 
was interviewed by SA RICHARD J. DOYLE, and he advised that 
the Informant who stated that GALARZA was actually a Span-- 
ish Citizen and not born in Mexico, was BERNARD A. HARRI- 
GAN, County Agricultural Commissioner, and Secretary, 
Treasurer, Imperial Valley Farmer's Association. 

Mr. HARRIGAN was interviewed by SA DOYLE and 
advised that his Informant was ISMAEL C. FALCON, the Mex- 
ican Newspaper and Magazine writer, who originally sup- 
plied the information. HARRIGAN stated that FALCON al- 
leges he can produce a woman’in Mexico who supplied an 
affidavit testifying to GALARZA''’s birth in Mexico, and 
that she will now state that she was erroneous in her 
affidavit and can advise of other persons who are familiar 
with the entire history of this individual and can state 
approximately when he arrived in Mexico. 


HARRIGAN further advised that he expects a vi- 
sit from FALCON in the near future as FALCON received a 
small subsidy from the ‘tmperial Valley Farmer's Associa-~ 
tion and prepared magazine articles for the Mexican pub- 
lication "IMPACTO", and is now returning to the United 
States to develop additional material for publication in 
this periodical.
